The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 8: 

After "angled", the wording ~ and inclined such that the pressing edge of the cage bar 
projects above a wear surface of a preceding cage bar in a direction of rotation ~ have been 
added. 

In claim 10, line 8: 

After "angled", the wording — and inclined such that the pressing edge of the cage bar 
projects above a wear surface of a preceding cage bar in a direction of rotation - have been 
added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 7, 9-15, and 17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 10 are allowed because the art of record, considered alone or in 
combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious a press cage bar, .. wherein the body has 
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substantially rectangular cross section having an upper surface formed by the wear surface, the 
wear surface being angled and inclined such that the pressing edge of the cage bar projects 
above a wear surface of a preceding cage bar in a direction of rotation, wherein each spacer is 
formed as a deposit weld on the lateral face of the cage bar . . . , in combination with the rest of 
their respective claimed limitations.
